ELEMENTARY, EDUCATION 
Editor Bulletin: — 

Possibly I may be over-zealous in the 
matter of primary education and, there- 
fore, ask too much space in your col- 
umns to bring my views before your 
readers, but aside from my general in- 


terest in this subject, which I have 
made a life struggle. We have eight 
children, the oldestfourteen, who must 


of necessity grow up in ignorance or 
be educated in the public schools of Al- 
berta for Iam not financially able to 
spend my own time in teaching them, 
although I donated my services to our 


| district for two months the past win- 


ter to get them started right. While 


four years’ residence in Alberts has 
convinced me that the curriculum in 


the common schools in the states is not 
nearly so theoretical or broad as the 
one here, evidence is constantly com- 
ing forward to prove that theorists 
have steered the public schools in the 
States away from first principles and 
made them stepping .stones to the in- 
stitutions of higher education. The 
writer well remembers when the rural! 
schools of Minnesota were not made 
recruiting stations for higher schools 
and children were given efficienc 
teaching in elementary subjects. Ican 
say the same of South Dakota. This 
was before the time of the ‘Course of 
Study” craze. 

On many occasions I have used my 
voice and pen to warn South Dakotans 
of the error of. collective rather than 


an 


| individual teaching—of trying to grind 


all pupils through the same education- 
tional mill—graduating them from the 
schools to pass.to the high 
instead of preparing them for 
useful citizenship in the paths of every- 
day business life.
